Mount During the Honlh of February by 
a Newport Lady. 
The following description from a 


private letter may be interesting to 
our reailei.--, parliculnrly as It is written 
by a lady well known in ecclal'ciides 
lu Newport, who Is spending tbie win- 
ter in Italy. 
She writ's thus frnm 


Home: 


We have bad il preity cold liere all 


week (8th February). There is Ice on 
all the puddles, and all tlie hills 
are white wlib enow. \\s went lo 
Naples

Wednesday, 
and 
were 


rewarded by having Ibiee gloriously 
fine days there, 
though cold. 
We 


went up Mount Vesuvius!' and I may 
truly §ay witb our old friend Touch- 
stone, "Wbeu I was at home I was in 
a belter place!" The Funlculaire rail- 
way used to go very nearly to tbe top, 
but It was partially destroyed in the 
eruption of 1906, 
and now one has 


either to trust to one's own legsorlo 
riding on kicking llltle wretches of 
poufes, herded by brlgaud like persons, 
who certainly are thieves if not worse. 


Three of us went on our-feet, and one 


attempted a pony hut, after various 
struggles, slid ofl'quite rapidly and did 
not attempt to remount. 'We got up 
to where liol steam was issuing from 
various crevices In the mountain side, 
where you could really not hold your 
hunt! with. HU.V degree of comfort; aud 
then we i^iiominijtisly retraced onr 
fouUleps 
without 
looking into t he 


crater. Indeed I bnd no wish at all lo 
do FO, aud persouull3- did not feel Bt all 
disappointed, and 
the otliera 
were 


reconciled. 
We were six of a • parly, 


three ladies nnd three gentlemen, aud 
two of the meu folk, our youug men , 
did persevere aud 
reached the lop. 


They told us lhal the last hulMmur 
they bad to be hauled by ropes, and 
plough through hot sand aud cinders 
over a foot deep. 


The view of the Bay and Naples 


from above was too lovely for words, 
and I cauuct describe to you .the ex- 
traordinarily weird, dreary ellect of 
those acres of lava, with scars of cm- 
dery rock filled with a thick, pasty mud, 
and all a liver-chocolate colour. It 
.truly la the abomination of desolation, 
and one half expected some ' of the 
cave* to yawn wide open, and let forth 
some crawly, creepy moustflr at every 
second I JHad 1 been there alone, I 
believe I should have scieamed in live 
minutee. It leaves an Impression of a 
god-forsaken wilderness on the uilud, 
that J think uoue of the party will ever 
forget, Tbe next day we went again to 
PoDipei, aud I enjoyed that nearly ag 
much as tbe first time I visited it.

If 
any one falls to put up a lamp in the 
clubhouse and to keep it burning, the 
shade whom lip or she' deslros to honor 
could not find Its way to the place and 
so would miss the feast. When a per- 
son has been much disliked his ghost 
Is sometimes purposely Ignored, nnd 
that Is deemed the severest punishment 
that could Le Inflicted upon him. After 
the songs of Invitation to the dead have 
been sung Ihe givers of the feast take 
a.snial! portion of food from every dish 
and ens! It down as an offering to the 
shades. 
Then each pours a little wa- 


ter on the floor so that It runs through 
the cracks. In Ibis way they believed 
the splrlfual essence of all the food and 
water Is conveyed to the souls. 
With 


songs and dances the feust comes to an 
end nud the ghosts are dismissed to 
their own place. The duncers dance, 
not only In the clubhouse, but also at 
the graves aud on the ice if the dead 
met their deaths by drowning. On the 
eve of the festival the nearest male 
relative goes to the grave and sum- 
mons the ghost by planting (here a 
small model of a seal spcnr or of a 
wooden dish, according as Ihe dead 
was a man or a woimin. The totems of 
the dead are marked uu these imple- 
ments. The [lead who have none to 
make offerings to them lire [relieved to 
Buffer great destitution; hence Ihe Ks- 
kimos fear to die without leaving be- 
hind them some one who will savrlflce 
to their spirit, nud childless pr-Dple 
generally adopt children lest 
their

The stem looks more like n great mass 
of "Ilie burned crust of a loaf of 
bread," to quote Dr. Wolwlfsch's letter, 
than the trunk of i: tree. 
The under- 


ground portion t>ecomcs greatly clou- 
gated, nnd Its continuation is Ihe top 
root of the plant. This goes down sev- 
eral1 feet In its effort to get the few 
drops df wilier (hat the arid conditions 
of the country penult. 


There are 
never more 
thnii two 


leaves after the seed leaves drop oil, 
and very curious leaves they arc. Start- 
lug from n groove on opposite sides of 
the depressed muss, they sland straight 
out on both sides of the plant. They 
arc often six feet long and two feet 
wide and usually split Into ribbons 
that undulate over the ground In a way 
strikingly siiggc.silve of the tentacles 
of an octopus.

body and Its tentacle-like leaves It Is no 
wonder that It hns been the most re- 
markable plant novelty of the last cen- 
tury.
